A MOVEL MEASURE SUGGESTED. 

General Berdan has written a letter 
to Francis G. Newlands, proposing a 
decidedly novel coinage measure.

He 
thinks the dollar should be the size of 
asilver quarter, containing 25 cents’ 
worth of silver. In the center would 
he a hole plugged up with 75 centa’ 
worth of gold, the number of of 
silver employed to be decided by“@on- 
gress. Around the gold plug would 
be raised a milled edge, which would 
serve to protect the gold from friction. 
The General argues that the size of 
this coin would be much more conven- 
ient than the present dollar for circu- 
lation, and says that of the numerous 
rominent men to whom he bas un- 
olded the scheme not one has disap- 
proved.

SLAVONIC CUSTOMS 


Relative te Christmas and new! 
Year’s Day. 
It is customary in Polish villages to 
strew straw over the Christmas Eve 
supper tables, and for the young peo- 
ple, blindfolded or in the dark, to 
pick out each a straw therefrom. 
Should the straw be green, the lucky 
maiden expects to wear a wreath, or 
the youth to lead a blushing bride to 
the altar during the approaching year. 
A dried straw foretells to either long 
waiting, possibly even uatil death. 
In other_raral Polish districts, on 
the “‘ Christ’s Eve,’ wine, beer and 
water are placed by a girl between two 
candles on a table. She then retires 
into a corner or an adjoining room to 
watch the result reflected in a mirror 
hung for this rpose. If, as the 
clock strikes midnight, a man enters 
and drinks the wine, she is happy, for 
her wooer will be rich. Should he 
drink the beer, she may be content, 
for the wooer will be well-to-do. If 
the water be chosen, her husband 
will be very poor. But if,as the clock 
strikes, no man comes to her table, 
the anxious maiden shivers with more 
than midnight terror, believing that 
she is doomed to be the early bride of 
Death. 
Poland is peculiarly rich in these 
observances, spreading themselves 
throughout the year, both sexes being 
equally superstitious in this respect.

ington Star. Oneof the most ancient 
modes of attracting public patronage 
was by means of public criers long be- 
fore the age of printing. The media- 
val criers used to carry a horn with 
which to fix the attention of the people 
when about to make a proclamation or 
publication. They formed a well or 
ganized body in France as carly as 
twelfth century. Undera charter from 
Louis VII. they were entitled toa penny 
for every time they blew their 
and could force themselves upon tgvern- 
keepers to cry their wares under a gen- 
cral statute. early per- 
iod formed themselves into a corpora- 
tion, and in 1258 obtained from Philip 
Augustus favorable statutes of the most 
tyrannical kind. 

In England the public criers appear 
to have been a National institution at 
an early period. They cried all kinds 
of goods, and were sworn to tell “‘truly 
and well to the best of their ability and 
power.” After awhile the bell-man or

What is known as the old Jo Gee ap- 
ple tree stands on the Jo Gee hill, in 
the town of Wawayanda, Orange Coun- 
ty. The hill and the tree took their 
name from an Indian of the Minsi or 


| Minisink tribe, whose cabin stood near

The fruitof the tree has 
has 
won it great popularity, and pomologists 
have introduced it by graftsand cuttings 
into many of the leading orchards of the 
country. 

The other famous apple tree stands on 


| the bank of the Neversink riverin the 


town of Fallisburg, Sullivan County, and 
is believed to be the biggest of its spe- 
cies anywhere in the State. The 
round and regularly tapering trunk 
measures ata foot from the ground 14 
feet 5'¢ inches in circumference, and at 


| seven feet from the ground 11 feet 7 
| inches in circumference. 


The topmost 
branches are over fifty feet from the 
root, and the spread of the headis in 
full proportion to the enormous size of 
the trunk. Itis positively stated that 
the old giant has frequently borne forty 
bushels of apples as a crop and has 


_ never been known to miss a fair béar- 


ing. Tradition says that the tree was 
found in thrifty bearing by the Dutch 
farmers from Esopus who planted the 
first settlements in the town in 1787.
